Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims _ 3T4,’6, 7, 10, 11, 13 and 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Neither 
Furukawa et al. nor Hasegawa teach circuitry or a method for detecting a plurality of 
tonal signals that includes a rough frequency analyzing circuit, a plurality of fine 
frequency analyzing circuits, which includes a detection validity calculating circuit and a 
tone deciding circuit, control circuit and a selecting circuit that has a comparator 
interconnected to the plurality of fine frequency analyzing circuits for determining from 
the degrees of detection validity and a third result the highest one of the degrees of 
detection validity, as shown in claims 3 and 10, or a circuit or method for detecting a 
plurality of tonal signals that includes a rough frequency analyzing circuit, that includes 
a plurality of filters, a plurality of power calculators and a plurality of comparators, a 
plurality of fine frequency analyzing circuits, a control circuit and a threshold control 
circuit for controlling the threshold value in accordance with the attribute detected by the 
plurality of fine frequency analyzing circuits, as shown in claims 6 and 13.
